VIEW OF A PEACE OOMMISSIONEE. 


French Newsu.iper I'reM \Vn» Hostile to 


This Country, Hui It Did Not Reflect 
Hi* Sentiment of thu Government Nor 
of tliu People O.uiiuralljr—Commercial 
Trunty \Vilh .-p:iln. . 


Washington, pec. 27. — Concerning 


the frequently repeated statement in 
press dispatches that the sentiment of 
the powers, with the exception of Eng- 
land, was opposed to the United States 
and looked with disfavor upon the at- 
titude of this government in dealing 
with Spain, Senator Frye, one of the 
peace commissioners, in an 
inter- 


view said: 


"I saw no evidence of such sentiment 


existing outside of France, and in 
France that sentiment appeared to be 
confined to the press, which does not 
reflect the sentiment of the nation nor 
of the people generally." 
' "Do you think there will be an early 
restoration of cord'.al relations between 
Spain and the United States?" 


"I think that very soon after the rat- 


ification of the peace treaty and the 
restoration 
of 
diplomatic relations 


:here will be no difficulty about nego- 
tiating commercial treaties and a trea- 
ty for the release of prisoners, and 
:he perfect restoration of friendly re- 
atlpns between the two governments. 
I do not believe that the Spanish gov- 
ernment will be at all disposed to keep 
up unfriendly feeling between the t7,"o 
governments, 
'fh^ making 
of new 


treaties adapted to the present condi- 
tions will he better than would the 
restoration of the old treaties, some 
features of which were obseolete." 


"What has been published concern- 


ing the treaty of peace seems to in- 
dicate, does it not, that this govern- 
ment is not 
committed by 
these 


negotiations with respect to the future 
disposition of the territory, the Span- 
ish sovereignty over which has been 
relinquished?" 


"It indicates very strongly that this 


government is not committed in any 
way whatever with respect to the disr 
position aud government of these is- 
lands. If we are insane enough to do 
so, we might give them all back to 
Spain after 
the 
ratification of the 


treaty. 
If wo were fools, we might 


divide them up among the other for- 
eign powers. The whole matter is left 
in the hands of congress. 
Congress i 


can make any disposition of the is- 
lands it sees fit. The ratification of 
the treaty will not ia any way cur- 
tail any privileges of ours In this 
direction."
